3. The tender documents(s), may be download free of cost from the e-Government Procurement (e-GP) website 
www.etenders.kerala.gov.in. No payment is required for downloading the tender documents from the above 
website: however a bid submission fee, as mentioned below in this document is required to be submitted along 
with online bid. 

4. Only those bidders having a valid and active registration on the date of submission, shall submit bids online 
on the e-GP website.

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7. The bidders, who submit their bids for this tender after digitally signing using their Digital Signature 
Certificate (DSC), accept that they have clearly understood and agreed the terms and conditions including the 
Form/Annexure of this tender. 

8. Mention of price details at any place other than the designated place shall disqualify the bid and the bid shall 
be summarily rejected. 

9. The items and sub-heads of works to be done are enumerated in the subjoined schedule. Unless otherwise 
specified, the tender must be for the whole or any individual work and part tenders are liable to rejection.

22. The successful tenderer shall before 15 days from the date of intimating confirmation of tender, furnish a 
security deposit of an amount equal to 10% of the total contract value limited to a maximum of ' 2,00,000 
(Rupees Two lakh only) and execute an agreement on a Stamp Paper worth ' 200 in the approved form, 
the same of which can be had from the Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur for perusal. The security amount 
should be remitted in the Government Treasuries duly pledged to the Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur. If the 
security is not remitted and the agreement executed within the above said period, the work will automatically 
stand cancelled. 

23. Failure to remit the security deposit and to execute the agreement, within the time specified in the condition 
22 above, will lead to cancellation of the tender by the Divisional Forest Officer, and forfeiture to 
Government of the Earnest Money Deposit and security if any, deposited by the tenderer. The work will also 
be got done through other agencies at the risk and loss of the defaulter. The loss if any will be treated as 
arrears of public revenue and will be recovered from the defaulter under the provisions of Revenue Recovery 
Act or by any other legal means if not paid within a reasonable time specified by the Divisional 
Forest Officer.

24. The tenderer should produce valid clearance certificate of Sales Tax, Income Tax and Agricultural Income Tax 
to the satisfaction of the Divisional Forest Officer before the final payment is made to him in case the 
contract value is of and above ' 5,000 . 

25. The contractor shall not enter or send his employees in to the working area mentioned in the schedule 
without previously obtaining a license for the purpose granted by the Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur. 
The contractor shall furnish a receipt to the Range Forest Officer, Kannavam for all the trees marked and 
entrusted to him for felling and collection. He shall be supplied with a surveyed map of the working area, the 
boundaries of which have been cleared and demarcated previously. He shall keep the boundaries of this area 
well cleared to a width of 2(two) meters and shall keep all the cairns along the boundaries in tact throughout 
the currency of this contract. 

26. The contractor shall fell all the marked trees entrusted to him except those trees which have been certified by 
the Divisional Forest Officer after his inspection as hollow, defective or impossible to be felled without 
causing serious damages to their stumps or to other trees standing nearby and collect all available timber, 
thereof. Billets obtainable from the Teak and Rose wood trees also should be collected. 

27. The contractor shall see that marking numbers chiseled on the trees and the departmental hammer marks 
affixed on the tree at the base and breast-height are not obliterated or defaced during the process of felling 
and conversion. If at any time the hammer mark or marking number is obliterated or defaced, he shall report 
the fact immediately to the Range Forest Officer, who shall renew the hammer mark of marking number as 
the case may be before the timber collected is removed from the stump site. The contractor shall not remove 
any timber or billets converted from a tree from its stumps site before all the pieces optioned from it are 
registered and hammer marked at both ends by the officer in charge or the felling area. 
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28. The contractor shall furnish to the said Divisional Forest Officer for approval a list showing the name of his 
agents, and other employees entered to the employed by the contractor for the supervision of the work in the 
contract area and no person not approved by the Divisional Forest Officer shall be employed by the 
contractor for the said work. Whenever the Divisional Forest Officer orders the removal of any of the 
contractor’s employee from the contract area, Contractor shall immediately carry out the orders. 
The contractor shall not engage from this contract any person already engaged by the department for any 
other work. 

29. In the case of working down round logs and firewood the contractor shall be bound to deliver all hardwood 
logs at the depot within three months, from the date of registration, softwood logs within 15 days from the 
date of felling and billets and firewood within 2 months from the date of registration or within the contract 
period whichever is earlier. If the delivery of the produce is not effected within the period originally fixed as 
above, the Divisional Forest Officer may grant extension for 30 days for delivery of hardwood. 15 days for 
softwood and 30 days for billets and firewood subject to a realization of penalty of ' 7/cum per month for 
hardwood, ' 7/cum for softwood for 15 days and ' 2/MT per month for stacked billets and Firewood. 
30 days further extension can be granted by the Chief Conservator of Forests, Northern Circle, Kannur with 
penalty of ' 14/cum per month and another 30 days by the Additional Principal Chief Conservator of 
Forests with penalty of ' 21/cum, if the periods fall within the original or the extended contract period. 

All registered logs remaining undelivered after the expiry of said period will be taken charge of by the 
Forest Range Officer, and the contractor shall be liable to pay a fine ' 4/cum for such undelivered logs only 
and forfeit all claims to contract due thereon. The loss if any sustained by the Department due to 
deterioration on account of belated delivery or non-delivery of the timber will be made good from the 
contractor as assessed by the department. The contractor should obtain receipts for the logs delivered at the 
depot from the depot officer. Then only the contractor will be eligible for contract therefore. The contractor 
shall fell all the marked trees entrusted to him except those trees which have been certified by the Divisional 
Forest Officer after inspection as wholly defective or impossible to be felled without causing serious 
damages to their stems or to other trees standing nearby and collect all available timber thereof. For every 
marked trees left unfelled or felled but uncollected at the expiry of the contract period without proper 
authorization from the Divisional Forest Officer the contractor is liable to pay a penalty of ' 300 per tree, 
besides realization of value of timber of uncollected trees as per other conditions. The value of the logs at 
schedule rate if rendered useless or deteriorated will be realized from the contractor. 

30. All timber, billets/firewood obtained from the marked trees shall be delivered at the depots specified in 
the schedule attached hither to within the period contract. In case of lack of sufficient space in the 
depots mentioned in schedule attached, the contractor is bound to work down timber to the depots 
decided by the Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur/Chief Conservator of Forests, Northern Circle, Kannur/ 
Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Northern Region, Kozhikode/Principal Chief 
Conservator of Forests, Thiruvananthapuram/Government. In such case the bill amount payment will be 
paid at the rate fixed by the Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur/Chief Conservator of Forests, (Northern 
Circle), Kannur/Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Northern Region, Kozhikode/Principal 
Chief Conservator of Forests/Government for the additional distance. To this effect in a Codicil 
Agreement will be executed. The Contractor shall properly stack at the depot all the billets/fire wood in 
places pointed out and in the manner directed by the depot officer, who will then take measurements of the 
stock and give the Contractor receipt in the form prescribed within 24 hours of stacking the produce. 
The contractor shall be bound to accept the depot measurements of the timber, billets/fire wood as 
check measured by the Divisional Forest Officer or his gazetted assistant as correct and final. 

31. The contractor shall ensure that the felling and collection, proceeds from the end of the coupe to the 
other end in an orderly and systematic manner and that all trees are felled as low as possible to the 
ground levels using saw at least on one side. All logs shall be cross cut with saw. 

32. For all logs (Timber & Poles) and billets/firewood selling at rates less than the bill amount the bill 
amount payable to the contractor will be limited to the sale price. 

33. If the contractor fails to undertake and complete the work within the specified time or if he leaves any 
item of work undone, the Divisional Forest Officer, at his discretion make other arrangements for carrying 
out the works left undone, either Departmentally or through other agencies at the risk and loss of the 
defaulting contractor and the loss if any, sustained by the Department on this account will be recovered 
from the security deposit or from other assets of the defaulting contractor, as if such sums are arrears of 
Land Revenue under the provisions of Revenue Recovery Act in force in such other manner as the 
Government may deem fit. 
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34. If any amount becomes due to any workmen or mazdoor engaged by the contractor as per Workmen’s 
Compensation Act or as per provisions of labour or similar laws, such amounts shall be payable by the 
contractor. 

35. (a) The contractor shall not make any damage to bridges or roads and private properties during collection 

and transport and during unloading logs and billets from lorries and he shall be liable of any such 
damages. The decision of the Government regarding the amount of compensation payable for the 
damages caused shall be final and binding on the contractor and the Government shall recover such 
damages from the contractor. 

(b) If the damage caused is in respect of any road under the control of the Kerala State Electricity Board 
or Public Works Department, the amount of compensation payable for such damages will be assessed 
by the Forest Range Officer, concerned and the Assistant Engineer of the concerned Division of the 
Kerala State Electricity Board or Public Works Department and their decision being final and binding 
on the contractor. In such cases the contractor shall be liable to pay the damages to the Kerala State 
Electricity Board or Public Works Department and they shall recover such damages form the 
contractor. 

36. The quantity mentioned in the schedule is only approximate and the contractor is bound to work down 
the full quantity of timber and firewood available from trees marked and entrusted to him. 

37. The period of contract will be three months from the date of execution of Agreement. No extension of 
the contract period shall ordinarily be granted. But if however the delay in completing the work in the 
contract area within the specified period in the schedule attached is due to circumstances beyond the 
control of the contractor, extension of time may be granted for one/two/three months by Divisional Forest 
Officer, Chief Conservator of Forests, Northern Circle, Kannur, Additional Principal Chief Conservator of 
Forests (NR), Kozhikode and Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Thiruvananthapuram respectively but 
not exceeding a total period of 6 months subject to realization of penalties as mentioned below. If he 
fails to undertake and complete the work within the specified time, or if he leaves any item of work 
undone, the Divisional Forest Officer may, at his discretion, make other arrangements for carrying out the 
work left undone either departmentally or through other agencies at the risk and loss of the defaulting 
contractor, and loss if any sustained by the department on this agencies at the risk and loss of the 
defaulting contractor, and loss if any incurred by the department on this account will be recovered from the 
security or from other assets of the contractor through possible means and methods. 

Penalty A. ' 7/cum for the quantity of timber delivered at the depot during the first month of extension 
granted by the Divisional Forest Officer. 

B. ' 14/cum for the quantity of timber delivered at the depot during the period of extension 
granted by the Chief Conservator of Forests. 

C. ' 21/cum for the quantity of timber delivered at the depot during the period of extension 
granted by the Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests. 

D. In the same way for billets and Fire wood '2, 4, 6 for the period of extension granted by 
the Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur, Chief Conservator of Forests, Northern Circle, Kannur, 
Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests, Northern Region, Kozhikode respectively. 

38. The contractor shall be responsible for the safety of contract area and safety of all timber, billets/firewood are 
collected by him from the marked trees entrusted to him until they are finally delivered at the prescribed 
Depots. If any of the logs/billets/firewood be burnt, lost rendered useless or otherwise destroyed before their 
delivery at depot their value calculated at the current schedule rate will be recovered from the contractor in 
the case of Teak and Rose wood logs, the value calculated at the highest sale rate for the species in the depot 
in which the timber is scheduled to be delivered obtained during the year prior to the date on which such 
timber is found lost but it shall be recovered from the contractor. In the case of billets/fire wood the value 
calculated at the schedule rate or average sale rate of the depot, whichever is higher will recovered. The 
above mentioned safety shall include safety of contract area from fire, theft and biotic interference. 

39. The Divisional Forest Officer reserves to himself the power to eliminate any tree marked and 
entrusted to the contractor from felling if it is found during the course of the contract that timber obtainable 
from such trees have no reasonable market or by some other reasons and the contractor is not entitled to 
claim any compensation for such elimination. 

40. (i) Payment will be based on actual measurement of each work and no basic rate will be followed. In any 

circumstance no part payment will be allowed before delivery timber at depot. Payment for ancillary 
works like roads will be made only after completion of the whole works.

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(ii) Ten percent of each bill will be withheld as retention amount which will be released after the 
connected logs are sold and the liability, if any in respect of these log with the contract is settled. 

41. In case of works, the contract value which exceeds ' 10,000, Income Tax at the rate prevailing time to time 
shall be deducted at each time when payments are made except in the case of non-resident contractors. 

42. For working down logs, seignorage on vakka fibre calculated at one vakka drag rope, for every two cum or 
fraction thereof and grazing fee for one elephant for every two cubic metres or fraction thereof for timber 
will be recovered from the contractor on the actual quantity collected and Sales Tax on vakka charges as per 
the rules in force. 

43. All timber the contractor is under obligation to deliver at the prescribed Depots shall be transported to such 
Depot only along the routes specified in the transport permit. If in the course of work it becomes necessary 
to deviate from the routes specified in the schedule, the contractor may be allowed to transport timber and 
firewood along the deviated routes, provided the Department is satisfied of the necessity for the deviation in 
the routes. In the case of such deviation in routes, the contractor will be eligible to get bill amount at the 
rates worked for those new routes minus tender reduction with prior sanction of the Chief Conservator of 
Forests. Quantity to be supplied to different Depots shall also be changed by the Divisional Forest Officer, 
with prior sanction from the Chief Conservator of Forests. 

44. The contractor shall collect all timber available from the trees marked in the plantation within the said 
contract period as per the instructions issued by the Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur. If the collection is 
delayed the contractor will be liable to pay a penalty at the rate specified above for the timber for the 
belated period. 

45. The contractor should achieve, show and register progress in working down timber. 

46. The rates quoted in the re-tender is more than quoted in the original tender the diffrence between them and 
the entire expenditure incidental in fixing up of re-tender including notification charges as assessed by the 
Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur will be recovered from the defaulting tenderer through any legal means 
including Revenue Recovery Act. 

47. In case of re-tender of the work at the risk and loss of first tenderer the adjudicating/competent authority 
shall be Additional Principal Chief Conservator of Forests (Northern Region). 

48. Further particulars can be had from the Divisional Forest Officer, Kannur on any working days during office 
hours. 

49. The contractor should take every care to collect as much quantity of saleable timber as possible from marked 
trees. 

50. All powers to make alteration if any required in the agreement condition shall be vested with 
Chief Conservator of Forests, Northern Circle, Kannur. 

51. The VDA will not be paid for PWD items. 

52. The VDA at the time of tender will only be allowed for other items. 

53. The tenderer by submitting this document hereby undertake to carryout the work at the tendered rates quoted 
and to abide by the terms and conditions of the tender notice and draft agreement so on by them and also 
other Departmental rules and orders issued from time to time.
